585.00, or an average of $9.66 per
pupil. Last year the average per pu-
oil was $9.00, showing a slight in-
crease this year. However the aver-
ege is Tar Delow that of the state at
large which shows approximately
$13.00 per punll, mcludlng the rural
schools, .
